Finally, as time went on, the poor
people, hoping thus to remind the
more fortunate of thelr needs, used to
hang these empty purses out of the
windows on the night before Christ-
mas, so that a gift might be placed
in them.

In the north country, where the
weather I8 cold at Christmas time, the
purses were hung by the chimney
place in the hope that St. Nicholas
would drop his offering down the
chimney.
